Gregory, (who had made them - 
underſtand by the daily Our-rages of himſelf and 40 
Whis Men, thut he govern'd indeed with no leſs 
Arbitrarineſs than the high Sh. and as Deſpotical 47 
as he for his Life) enterrain'd them with his Milt- 
tary Rhetorick,'hovv abſolute he vvas in all mat- 
rers of Government and Command : Yet that 
himſelf and the high Sh. vvere bur as one Man,. 
vvho being a perſon vvel! practic'd in Controvyer- 
tes, could either raiſe or depreſs them as he plea- 
ed ; andadviſed them to quit all others;and ſtick

From hence forth Cap. Gregory, the high Sh, 


and Mr Bl. ( being well ſweerned with ſome of 


the beſt Sugars ) became Patrons to the Maſter, 
and theſe Paſſengers, & by the trequent incurſions 
of the firſt, That part of the Country about Kil- 
mare,was haraſs'd as though it had been rhe Ene- 
myes Quarters ; for he had always a ravenous 
pack at his heels, who prey*d upon the Country 
day and night, without paying for the Proviſt 
ons which they exacted from the poor People in 
their continual marches,under the notion of ſearch- 
ing for the Ships Goods, Tumbling and rtoſlirg 
all their lictle houſholdry, and janting it in that 
manner, from houſe to houſe, rhey bear and 
wounded the Men,Raviſh'd Women and Maids, 
and ſor Houſes ahre; Bur when they had 
Forced the People to give them all their mony, 
rhey put out the fire again.

Imothy Turtane of Toaſiſta in the County of 
Kerry, Mariner, came before we this day, 
and made Oath, Thar on the Tweaty-Eighth 
day of January laſt, the Ship Laurel of Lon-' 
aon came up the River of Kilmare with 

her Fore-ſail and Main- ſail looſe iv diſorder, without 

any perſon on board her, and faith that about. ſeven in 
the Morning ſhe drove up to Cappanaceſſy. upon the 

Sirand ; and abeurt the ſame time the Maſter came to 

Cappanaceſſy with ſeyeral Bags of Money, carried by 

his Ships Company, and went all together into the 

Houſe of Dermor Mac Owen, about a quarter of a mile 

off the hip ; and faith that tho Maſter remained there

at length dropt that Anchor ; ard faith that the Ma- 
ſter never cauſed any other Anchor to be pur out, but 
that the Ship rid out wholly by that ſmall Warp until 
the Maſter deſerted her, which was the third day after, 
notwithſtanding that there were then an board the 
Sheet- Anchor, and ſmall Bower, with Cables ſuirable; 
and faith that he called to rhe Maſter, and wold hin 
that bis Ship was Tight, and that the worſt Weather

ſaith 
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faich, that the Mate of a Catary Ship was likewiſe on 
Board, when this Deponent diſcours'd the Maſter to 
have his Ship ſaved 3; avd this Mate likewiſe told the 
Malter that he cho Mate would get her off preſently ;.the 
alter told rhe Mate that he ſhould meddle with what 
concern'd him. And this Deponent verily believes that 
the Maſter and ſome of the Paſſengers had a Deſign to 
carry away the money whick was in the.

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Mr. Lyel would not by any means conſent thereunto, 
And further ſaith, That the Night following wasa ver 
fair Moon-fhinc Night, and this Deponent rold the Ma- 
ker, that they would ſtay on Board with him, and ger 
off his Ship, whereupon the Maſtcr turn'd this Depo- 
nent and the reſt our of the Ship ; and ſaith thar next 
day, being the 3oth of January aforeſaid, about Noon, 
the Maſter called to all the People on Board, and bid 
them ſave whar they could, and carry away 1n their

Maſter promiſed one half for ſaving the other; and

pher Lyell Maiter, drove up tb Cappanacoſſy in the Ri- 
ver ot Killmare, without any perſon on Board her 
upon very good eafie ground; and ſaith, thae preſent- 
ly afcerwards, the maſter came up to the Houſe of 
Dermos Mac Own of Cappanacoſſy ; and ſaith, that 
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the Maſter and Company brovght ſeveral bags of mo- 
ney with them to that Houſe; and this Deponent di(* 
cours'd with rhe maſter , and found ' that 'the Ship 
came from Jamaica, and chat the maſter and compa- 
ny had quitred the ſaid Ship-at B/ack-Water , about 
two miles Weltward of Cappanaceſſy,and admired that 
they did not bring the Ship into Black-IWacer , being 
right before the Wind , which was then ar. S. v. or 
thereabouts, and being. a very good Harbour ; and 
ith, that the maſter ſent for Rum and Sugar in a- 
bundance from on board the Ship ; and therewith he 
the Maſter and Company, with ſome of the Country 
Peaple, made merty till rowards Evening ; and faith, 
that the Maſter, Mr. Myers, and Peter Row (two Paſ- 
f{engers) enquired very earneſtly for Horſes and Con- 
veniencies to carry themſclves and their money out of 
the Country, to Cork or Kinſale; whereupsn thiz 
Deponent and others adviſed the maſter rather to 
berake themſelves on board with what money they 
Had; whereto the Maſter Reply d , That ſhe was good 
for- nothing, and a Wracl., and let the Devil take her, 
as for himſelf he would never lay his Leg over her 
fide again while he breathed, and this Deponent 
faich, that the ſaid Dermot Mac Owen, this Deponent 
and others, told the Maſter again 'and again, thar ſhe 
could be no Wrack in that candition ; for that by 
her flecting up and 'down with the Tide and Ebb, 
it appeared, that ſhe was Tight , and in regard tnac 
*the worſt of Winds made no Seas in that place , the 
"was not 11 danger ; and they till defired him the ſaid 
"Maſter to betake kimfelf and Corpany to their Ship 
28ain; but the more the Maſter was adviſed to go 
' and ſave his Ship, the 'more he abhorr'd her and fre- 
' nounced her, arid continued ſaying, that if he could 
' but get ' Conveniencies to carry himſelf,  Gompany 
and Paſſengers, and therr money our of the Country, 
"he did not Careif'the Devil had the Ship and all thar 
belonged 
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belonged to her ; but at length by the perfwaſions of 
this Deponent ahd others, the Malter writ a Letrer to . 
one Mr. Thomas Palmer a Juſtice of the Peace in that 
Connrry, wherein he ſeemed ro pretend thar his Ship 
was in diſtreſs, and craved Aid, and mentioned in his 
Letter, that he had nor a Sail left; and this Deponenr 
faith, that next day he this Dcponent was on board , 
and ſaw in the Gun Room 4 or 5 large Sails, which 
this Deponent believes were New $211s; and this De- 
poneurt ſaith, that in the Evening, Mr. Palmer came 
to the Maſter at Cappanacoſſy on the 28th aforeſaid ; 
and faich, that Mr. Palmer diſcours'd the Maſter, and 
Ending thar he had great quanrities of Gold and Silver 
at Dermot mac Owen's Houle, Mr, Palmer then told the 
Malter that he was in danger of loſing his Money, for 
that the Tories were faid to be hard by. Upon which 
apprehenfions of the Tories, the Maſter with his Com- 
pany and Paiſengers, went on board again thar Night, 
about an hour atrer Sun fer. * Bur this Deponent veri- 
ly believes that if rhe Maſter had nor been atraid of the 
Tories, that neither the Maſter, nor any of the Com- 
pany or Paſſengers, had ever returned again to the Ship, 
for that the Maſter , Paſſengers, and Ships Company 
had divided the Money and Gold amongſt themſelves, to 
every one a ſhare, before the Lerrer was ſent to Mr. 
Palmer, and remembers that the Miſter bid his Boy to 
earry his, viz, the Maſter?s ſhare of the Money, andlay 
it by in the Window ; ard added in theſe words, Tha? 
every one had his ſare of the money divided and given 
to him, and let every man ſecure his own ſhare ; And 
ſaith, rhat che - mare and men declared that- the Ship 
owed them a years Wages, and ſwore” than ſhe 
ſhould never owe them any more; that they had 
divided what Money was inthe Ship among them ſelves, 
that they would be gove,ſome to Cork,ſome to Kinſale, 
&'c. And this Deponent further ſaith, That while the 
Maſter, and the company, and paſsengers "aforeſaid, 
were

were at Dermet Mec Owen's houſe; that they made 
theraſelves ready ro go away ovrt of the Country with 
their Mony, having put on ſoveral Shirts a piece, and 
dreſt theraſelves up with their beſt cloaths ; And faith, 
thar the Afafter had alfo dreſt himſelf ro be gone; And 
fith, rhar he this Deponent was the perſon that brovght 
the Maſter his b:{t cloaths, and a fine Sword, out of the 
Ship by the Maſters orders ; And ſaith, rhet when the 
divifion of the Mony and Cold was made, that the Mate 
drew our a handkerchief that had about fourſcore Gold 
Ringsin it and divided the fame likewiſe, among them, 
and ſaith that all the faid perſons belonging to the ſaid 
Ship, left a grear parcell of their work cloaths upon the 
Green, and threw the ſame away near where the Ship was 
driving to and troas aforcfaid 3 And faith, that one

nent, and confeſſed to him he' was clear from the mat» 
ter of buying Goods, bur ſaid he would nor 'parr with 
him, that he had other matters which in a long time af- 
terwards, he ſaid it was for Harbouring of Tories, to 
which matter chis Deponenr offer'd to appear, and begg'd 
ro be bronght before a Magiſtrate to give Bail, or ro be 
committed to the County Goal, all which was refuſed 
him ; bue fti)] kept in hard Confinement, until this De- 
ponent made a Compoſition in favour of himſelf, and 
one Walter Nagle then in Coufinement, to pay viX 
Guineas to the ſaid Captain for this Deponent's and Mr. 
Nagles Liherry ; and the Caprain to be affiftant to Na- 
gle in concealing the Goods bought as aforeſaid, and'to 
put back all the Informations that thereupon was made; 
upon which Compoſition this Deponent and Mr. Nagle 
were Enlarged, and a Letter given Nagle to the Sar- 
jeant and Corporal, to forbear ſearching; and if any 
Goods of Nagles were diſcovered, to lay them afide for 
him, and that they had compounded ore with another, 
That notwithſtanding they took a Barrel of Indigo, two 
Large Bags of Cotton, and ſome Sugar from Mr. Nagle, 
28 alſo took 4 Large Barrel of Indigo that Mr. Richard 
Orpen Lodged with this Deponent ro keep, which was in 
the Colleftors Account, in the Maſter of the Ships Ac-

= -. drove up to Gappanaceſſy, and came on fhors there 
about 2 or 3 Miles from my Houſe, and about Noon, 
che Maiter writ to mc that ſhe was in diſtreſs, and had 
Not a Sail lefr, and deſircd my Aid, whereupon I went 
to him and found him and all his Men aſhore, at the 
Houſe of Mr. Dermor Sulivan of Cappanacoſſy, making 
themſelves and ſome of the Country people merry with 
Rum and Sugar, arid thar the Maſter, Paſſengers and 
Company han forſaken the Ship at Black-Water: Mouth, 
about rwo 4/iles below Cappanacoſſy, without leaving any 
Soul on board her ; when I ſaw how rhe Ship was, 1 ad- 
viſcd rhe Maſter, Paſſengers , &c. to betake themſolves 
to rheir Ship again, ſhe being paſt danger, and promiſed 
Him all the Aſhitance Fcould ; bur the Maſter Lem'd to 
Have no mind to go on board her any more, or to have 
any regard to her Preſervation , until I underſtanding 
ehar they had ſome Bags of Money and Treaſure with 
them aſhore, I rold them that the Country abounded 
with Torics and ill people, and defired them to carry 
their Money on Board, and ſtick to their Ship, and with- 
al rold them, that ſhe was the beſt Gariſon in the Coun- 
try; upon which Apprehenſions of the Tories, they 
haſtned oh board again with'their Money ; I took leave 
of them thar Evening, and ſent them about half a Do- 
zen Soldiers to Guard them, and ſent likewiſe ſeveral 
Boars and Men to bring her away to a good Harbour ; 
but ſome of them returned again, and rold me, that the 
MafPer and Men on board minded norhing but drinking, 
and none of them took any manner of care for the 
Ship ; next Morning about 10 a Clock, the Mate, one 
Mr. Myars a Jew, P:;ter Row, and ono Mr. Spyers, with 
ſeveral of the Ships company came afhere to my Houſe, 
and brought with them 2 or 3 'Sea Cheſts, wherein I 
concluded were ſome Changes of Cloaths to refreth 
them(clves aſhore; not in the leaſt thinking they bad

them, that their Ship was the beſt hy n.cke Cot 
try; and after they had Eaten and Drank, I rid on 


to the Ship along with Mr. Mars, and rook along with 


me my Son-in-Law Mr. Orpen, who had judgment in 
Shipping, to adviſe with the Maſter to get the Ship into 
a Harbour, who went on Board with the ſaid Myars, 
lcaving me on ſhore, where he ſtay'd about 2 hours, and 


rerurned back again in the Evening with Mr. Myars, and 


among other Diſcourſes at my Hc uſe, the ſaid Peter Row 
gave me a Note of ſome Goods which he had on board, 
and defired me ro cmploy ſome perſons to ſave them ; 

whereupon I empioy'd my Son Orpen to do it ; That 
Night being the 29th about midnight, rhe Torics came 
and fer my Houſe on fire in ſeveral places, and fired (e- 
veral Shots in at the Doors and Windows, and we fircd 
ar themagain ; bur the fierccneſs ot the Fire increaſed, 
an! the Key being loſt, we were forced to break open the 
Door, and ſubmir our ſelves to the Tories, who forth= 
with entred the Houſe, and Mr. Myars ſhew'd them the 
Cheſt which had the Tr eaſure, and tbey eragg?d ir out 
and brake it open, and carried away what they found-in 
it; all this while Mr, Myars, or any other Body, never 
rold me that they had broughr this Treaſure to my 
Houſe, uatil after my Houſe was Burnt and Robdv'd; 

the next day being the zoth, I was told the Maſter quit- 
ted the Ship, and left her ro' the Country ; *all this in 
Verbo Sacerdotis, I aver to be true, as Witneſs my Hand 
Zane the Th 1694.

[| Had Ll Anſwer?d yours of the 1oth, bur that 


I was then from home , ar one of the Remoteſt 

Places in my DiſtriQ, occaſioned by the coming of 
the London-Guinycoaſt Frigot homeward bound at entry 
near Dingle, which having very narrowly eſcaped the 
Seas, had well nigh Periſhed in the Harbour z for com- 
ing into the Bay, ſhe ran up towards Caflemain, not 
knowing the Land; but our Boar going out timely, 
gave her a Watc and broughr her into ſafe Anchoring : 
I ſuppoſe you have ſufficiently heard of the Privatcers 
coming into the River of Kil/mare, and taking the Ships 
thence 3 they had likewiſe Intelligence and Deſign to 
carry off this ; bur my going, and ſending Expreſs after 
Expref;, partly prevenre:} ir ; the Captain of her, tho" 
his Chance ſuch, is a Rugged, Reſolute, Stout Fellow ; 
that will (tand to and ectend ber to the laſt, fo char 
I reckon her in no great Pangee, unleſs he be very 
much over matcht, while the few Soldiers and the En- 
gliſh that are there, and he cotten ſo wel] together. 


During my being there, I received by, 2 Expreſſes No- 


rice of another homeward bound Ship the Laurel, alſo 
of Lonaon, ({tranded Within the River of K:imare, which 
hcing very unvſual, haſtned me from the vrrwoſt corner 
over the Mountain to her Relief; but alas, I came 
tuo lat2 to prevent the miſchiefs done her, or to ſave 
any cunſderable part of er Cargo, tho' I have done 
all char was poſhble in me ro ſerve the Merchants ty 
pi reſerving what could be found ty the {trictelt ſearches 
and 
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and Examination; yet it may perhaps be difficuls- for 
me to Eſcape free from Cenſure and Calumny, that cute 
not to the place not ti!l eight days after dhe Rumage, or 
Scramble,and none hath yer tendrr'd himſelfto be examin'd 
only the Ship Carpenter, whoſe Examination I here en- 
cloſed ſend; and if you will accept of. the reſt upon com- 
mon fame, as well touching your friend Mr. Orpen, asthe 
Captain and Crew's behavior, It appears to me that the 
latter, upon what reaſon, or without they had a mind to 
torſake the Ship, and conſequently co ruin Her and the 
Gargo, for they caryed their money aſhore on the 28 paſt, 
and left her to take her chance, when ſhe came aſhore 
preſently near the upper end of the River,but fleeted now 
and then, when they went aboard again, having made ſeveral 
holes in her bottom they forfook her out right, and then 
Mr. Orper went to ſave what he could, but too late ; who 
I underitand uſed all means poſſible ro preſerve her and che 
goods, The latter were ina manner deſtroy'd before he 
weat aboard by the Rable, and water, which was got into 
her, eſpecially che Sugar. When I came there, I found he 
had taken much pains and care therein and appeared ready 
to giveme anaccount of whar was faved, and how he had 
laid the goods with the beſt ſafety he could into the moſt 
convenient houſes for that purpoſe ; and the Maſter and 
Paſfengers promiſed he ſhould have a reaſonable ſalvage ; 
as for the money which they were Robbed of, 'twas car- 
ryed aſhore privatly by themſelves; So that he had no 
hand in ſaving of that ; if he had, it had been better for 
them, forhe would undoubtedly have managed with more 
prudence. But that Reverend worthy man Mr. Palmer, is 
ruined by it ; having his houſe ( where the money lay } 
and al] his Subſtance burnt by the Toryes. Next morning 
afrer I came there, I got the Afafter ro go aboard, who 
I muſt {ay, in the condition the Ship was then in, bad bur 
lirthe regard of the whole; for he ſtayed but ſome few hours 
cn board;ſo thatlhad ſomwhet to do to perſwadehim to go 
to her agz.n til] about the 12th Idid again importune him
